THE CITY ORDINANCES GONE OVER. |. 


apeckitendent Marsh Steps Into His New 
Position, 


CHANGES TO BE MADE IN THE DEPARTMENT 


Mayor Cregier was greatly perturbed by the 
action of the City Council Monday evening 
when, despite bis sneer and the laughter of 
his followers, the Aidermen decided by a 
vote of fifty-five to five to entorce the or- 
dinances against gambling by instructing the 


‘Buperintendent of Police to suppress the evil. 


Everybody knows that if George M. Hub- 
‘bard had bad his way he would have sup- 
“pressed gambling during the Cregier aamin- 
istrataon as he did during the Roche admin- 
istrauon. Mayor Cregier knew that. Hence 
he placed the suppression of gambling in the 
hends of Inspector Ebersold with instruc- 
wons ecuivaient to a proclamation to the 
gambiers to goon, The Council had a full 
appreciation of this fact when it passed Ald. 
Pond’s order Monday evening. © 

It was aninstruction to the. new Chief of 
Police as well as ao ‘indictment of the Cre- 
gier administration. 

After the adjournment of the Council 
Mayor Cregier wrote a note to Mr. Jbersoid, 
inviting the latter to meet him at the Super- 
intendent’s office yesterday morning. 

' Ebersold was om hand. Hubbard was 
present a portion of the time. The city ordi- 
nances relating to gambling were discussed. 
The result of the conference was that Eber- 
sold was directed to enforce the ordinances. 


WHAT THE LAW BAYS. 

‘Ebersold asked how he could find where 
gambling was going on. The Mayor frowned 
on this attempt at duplicity. Anotner per- 
son who was present asked what bis two 
special gu imbiling-discoyering detectives, 
Amstein and Miller, had been doing. There 
Was no reply. 

~Each of the alleged detectives is paid $100 
@ month to fing out and report cases of cam- 
bling. They are under the. instraction of 
Ebersold. Mr. Ebersoid has cost $250 more. 

The Mayor reproved Bbersold for his in- 
efficiency and that of his special detectives. 
Ebersold took it complacently, as though it 
wasa matter of course—as though he had 
been paid to do so. 

The Mayor next instructed Mr. Ebersold 
to enforce whe ordinances against gauibling. 
He took up a copy of the ordinances and read 
from that portion of the city charter which 
gives the Council (not the Mayor it will be 
remembered) the power “to suppress gam- 
ing end gambiing-houges, lotteries, and ali 
fraudulent devices and practices for the pur- 
pose of gaining or obtaining money or prop- 
erty.” Then the Secretary of the confer- 
ence read thd following provision of the aati- 

mbling ord ance; 


lice force to git * informatit to the Mayor of 
each house or yace within the city wherein such 
games, or devyjces, or tables, or other instra- 
ments orthings for the purpose of gaming are 
or may be setup kept or maintained, and said 
police officers shajl take all lawful means to 
prévent and suppré the playing at tabie the 
gaines or devices aforesaid (faro, roulette, or any 
other device, or game of hazard, chance, 
or address), end for\.this purpose, when 
and as often as any one.of them sball have 
reasonable cause Ww suapect that any 
such table, game, or device is set up, kept or 
maintained as aforesaid, he shall fogthwith make 
complaint thereof before some Justice of the 
Peace, and obtain a warrant authorizing him to 
enter such house, hbuses, or place, or any room 
within the same; and said police officers shall 
thereupon have authority to demand eptry 
therein, and any person who sball refuse or 
neglect to open the door or entrance to such 
house; houses, or any place or room within the 
same shall be subject to fine or imprisonment, 
or both. 
EBERSOLD DECLARES HIMSSLF. 

When this section of the ordinances was 
read*Mr. Ebersoid was dumfounded. He was 
apparently Wholly ignorant of the stringency 
of the municipal iaw. A conversatwon fol- 
lowed and Mr. Ebersold was instructed to 
enforce the ordinances beginning tomorrow 
evening, the gampblers to be informed in the 
meantime that they were to be shut up. The 
conference then broke up, 

Of course it was no use to interview the 
Mayor about the result of the conference. 
He wouid only shake-his head and look wise, 
Mr. Hubbard for obvions reasons was silent. 

Mr, Ebersold, however, talked freely. He 
said: “I have orders to suppress gambing 
wherever I findit. The difficulty is in tind- 
ing it. But I have good officers. I know that 
gambling 1s going on, and I think my menu 
can, with a little exertion, tind out where it 
is. We will shut up the gambling-houses, 
Weare after those fellows, and will teach 
thema lesson. The Mayor has made up his 
mind, and I shall act implicitly on his instruc- 
tions. Pardon me,”’ broke in the urbane and 
courteous inspector, “I ‘want to see 
the Mayor at once. [I aiso want 
to sée the new Chief,” and he walikea off 
gracefully. 

One of the police Captains said: “ There 
is ne doubt the Mayor has determined to sup- 
press gambling, for a time at ieast. Taz 
TRIBUNE has raised such arow about it that 
the churchgoers who supported him and 
scratched Roche last spring will torce him to 
do so. I think nothing will be done, however, 
until Marsh takes hold.”

The total trade of the year, as measured on 
the plan neretofore adopted, aggregates 
#1, 177,000,000, being an increase of 46 per 
cent. Roughly estimated the quantity of 
goods handled was at least 10 per cent greater 
than in the year next preceding, the differ- 
ence between bulk and value being due to the 
price shrinkages already.noted. The total 
represents the first selling value of a!) the 
movabie property, except the precious metals, 
which arrived in the city during the twelve 
months, and the additional value which some 
of it acquired by bemg passed through 
manufacturing processes. The total does 
not include any second or subsequent 
handling, whether on the Boara of 
Trade or by the retailer, except some 
inevitable duplications, and these are al- 
lowed for by a suitable deduction from the 
grand total. The speculative transactions on 
’Change, the mucb larger volume of trading 
in local securities, and the transfers of real 
estate are all excluded from the count. This 
explanation may be of use to those who think 
the trade total should be at léast equal to the 
bank clearings for the year instead of being 
less ti sn 40 per cent of the clearing-bouse 
aggregate. 

There is reason to expect that the coming 
year will be a prosperous one, in spite of 
many speculative croakings. The business 
atmosphere seems to be passing through,a 
stage of purification which is the best possi- 
die preventive of such collapses as have 
ocourred several times in our history. The 
country to the west of us is developing at a 
rapia rate, and contains a great deal more of 
a@ produce surplus now than it did a year ago. 
This promises a larger measure of activity in 
buying from and selling to the interior. And 
it would seem that prices for most of the 
staples are already so low that they cannot 
deciine much further, but are likely to im 
prove, rendering the year a more profitable 
one for the producer, and reflecting to the 


Western consumer a greater purchasing 


power.

THE OLD YEAR AT HOME, 


The detaiied statistical record of the year . 


just closed will be found elsewhere in these 
columns. It remains to sketch the progress 
of events and the notabie occurrences in this 
country before closing the books of 1889. 
So far as the national relations of ths coun- 
try are concerned it has been aguiet ana 
satisfactory year. The general -business of 
the country bas been good, though the year 
closes upon an extraordinarily mild winter, 
whieh has superinduced dull markets and 
depression in some lives of trade. The crops, 
the development of the national resources, 
the genera! health, notwithstanding the in- 
fluenza scare, and the progress of religion, 
education, and the arts are all sstisfactory. 

The legislative history of the country.pre- 
sents some points of more than ordinary in- 
terest.. The principal bills matured: in the 
FPiftseth Congress, the first session of which 
was the longest on record, were the enabling 
act for the admission of four new States; 
the Electoral Count law; the incorporation 
ofthe Nicaragua Canal company; the Inter- 
national Marine Conference; the prohibition 
of Chinese immigration; the protection of 
the United States interests at Panama; the 
protection of the Alaska fur, seal, and saimon 
fisheries; the investigation of the practicsbil- 
ity of constructing water storage reservoirs 
in the arid regions; the Pan-American Con- 
gress; the opening up of the Sioux Reserva- 
tion in Dakota; the opening up of Oklahoma; 
the Cherokee outlet negotiations, which have 
faiied ; and the creation of the Department of 
Agnculture. The Fifty-first Congress has 
convened with a Republican majority in both 
branches, but has as yet matured no legisla 
tion. 

Upon the 4th of March the administration 
of the Government passed into the hands of 
the Republicans. No radical changes have 
been made so far as domestic policy is con- 
cerned, but several events of outside interest 
have occurred. Early in January the Samoan 
difficulty arose, owing to the conflicting in- 
terests of Germany, England, ana the United 
States, pending the trouble between Malietoa 
and Tamasese. . Upon the suggestion of Ger- 
many a conference of the three Powers was 
held at Berlin, which arrived st conciusions 
satisfactory to all and favorable to American 
interests. The American Commissioners 
were John A. Kasson, William W. Phelps, 
and George H, Bates, By their judi- 
cious -counsels peace was. restored, a 
treaty Was sigeed, Malictoa was re- 
instated as King,’ and quiet reigns in 
Samoa. Under the President's procia- 
mation of March 1f *i.< Janadian seal pirates 
were warned out of Sehring Bea. As no 
heed was paid to the warging the United 
States revenue cutters seized all who came 
“within their reach, beginning with the Biack 
Diamond in August, and confiscated their 
catch and equipments, though none of the 
vessels were condemned, as they should 
have been. As the result of this leniency it 
is now reported that the pirates will be more 
Bumerous thao ever in i180—an outlook 
which will involve the hecessity of sending 
@still stronger fieet there to enférce the 
President’s proclamation. With the'close of 
the year closes the temporary agreement be- 
tween the United Stgtes and Great. Britain 
as t our fishery rights in Canadian waters. 
The Canadians, it is reported, are anxious to 
extend che modus vivendi, pending we re- 
opening of negotiations, and thus avoid fric- 
tion. Should this be impracticabie Canada 
will revert to the treaty of 1815, but should 
she again shut her ports to American fisher-

President Cleveland signed the bill admit- 
ting North and South Dakota, Montana, and 
Washington on Washington’s Birthday. * Bieo- 
tions were held in the new States the ist of 
October, the two Dakotas and Washington 
going blican and Montana electing a Re- 
publican member of Vongress and State offi- 
cers, except Governor. The two Dakotas 
were admitted by Presidential prociamation 
Noy. 2, Montana Nov. 8 and Washington 
Novy. 11. Idaho and Wyoming are the next 
candidates for Statehood, but the prospects 
of the former are not flattering so long as the 
Mormon question remains unsettled. The 
bill empowering the President to throw open 
to settlement wnat are known as the Okla- 
homa iands im the Indian Territory passed 
early in the year, and-in pursuance of the 
provisions they were opened April 2, and 
the settlers re now clamoring for a stable 
form of government. The negotiauons for 
the purchase of the Cherokee outiet 
have proved a failure owing to the machina- 
tions of white speculators among the Indi- 
ans, and the Government has withdrawn 
its offer. It is lkely that the Administra 
tuon will have to resort to more heroic 
measures in the future in opening up this 
strip. Mr. Cleveland signed the Nicaragua 
Canal bill in February last and the company 
incorporated by it is aiready at work upon 
the great international highway with every 
prospect of success. The Pan-American Con- 
gress, afver a trip through the country Which 
was marked byaseriesof brilliant receptions, 
18 now organized and regularly convened, 
but bas trus far made no progress ia coming’ 
to an agreement upon the important ques- 
tions which calied it together. Its session, 
is likely to be a long one, ; 

The only disturbing elements to the gén- 
eral quiet which the country has enjoyed 
were tne appalling flood disasters in Penn- 
syivania,’ which calied for the charitable 
assistance of the whole Nation, and the bit- 
tefness which has characterized the race 
queston in the Houth, resulting 1n the clos- 
ing week of the year in numerous murders 
and lynchings in Georgia and South Caro- 
lina.

THE OLD YZAR ABROAD, 
* The year 1888 closed amid many signs of 
warlike preparauon in Europe, but its suc- 
@essor has come taanend and no“ war or 
battle’s sound” has been heard. The Kast 
ern question still remains unsettied, but ho 
active step bas been taken towards ite solu- 
tion. There has been some agitation im Bul- 
garia against Prince Ferdinand, dnt he still 
tirmly bolds his seat. Servia bas witnessed 
@ peaceful, revolution, King having 
abdicated in favor of his son and 8 new con- 
stitution having been approved by the Skupt- 
china. The ex-Queen Natalie still remains 
as a disturbing clemént, although she has 
made an amicable settiement with Milan, 
Her return to BelgMde under Russian aus- 
pices -is significant, however. The latter 
Power is scowling at Turkgy for the dastard- 
ly part she has playea i the persecution of 
the Armenian Christians, and may yet de- 
mand Armenia in satisfaction of the indem- 
nity long due to her. Greece is as discon- 
tented as ever, though she is now placed 
upon a new footing by the marriage of her 
Crown Prince into the German royal family. 

There is nothing new to note in Engiand. 
The Irish question is still at the fore, with 
the possibilit# that Justin McOarthy may be 
its leaderin place of Mr. Parneil, whose 
strength is declining, but 1t has mainly been 
concerned with the London Timg’ case 
against Parnell and we flight and suicide of 
the forger Pigott, the latest phase of the 
difficulty being the sensational charges made 
against Parnell by O'Shea, which have iatro- 
duced & new element im the complication. 
The pieasantest event has been the celebra. 
tien of the 80th birthday of the Grand Oid 
Man, which finds him in the enjoyment of 
a hearty, vigorous old age and in the full 
possession of his extraordinary physical ana 
mental powers, still vitally interested in ali 
that concerns the world and displaying his 
activity in numerous departments of work, 
literary and scientific as well as political, in 
Homeric and Biblical essays as well as in 
statecraft. 

France, in the midstof her political tur- 
moils, has covered herself with glory by the 
success of her great Exposition. Notwith- 
standing the demands it has made upon’ her, 
she has found time to change her Ministry, 
M. Tirard taking the place of M. de Frey- 
cinet, to adopt the articles of scrutin d’arron- 
disement in her elections, to suppress the 
unpatriotic Patriotic League, to carry the 
elections triumphantly for tne Hepublicans, 
to prosecute Boulanger to a conviction and 
drive him out of the country, and to utterly 
crush out Boulangerism. 

Germany has had a quiet year. The oid 
man of biood and iron, though burdened with 
the natural ailments of old age, is still at the 
fore, alding the young Emperor with his 
counsels, and compelling une peace of Europe. 
The latter bas visited his royal neighbors and 
made a favorable impression upon ail of 
them. Im order to better preserve peace he 

strengtiened his army and navy. He 
bas demonstrated his business and executive 


ability by settling dangerous strikes and die- 


contentamong the workingmen. With Bu- 
marck’s aid he has renewed the powerful 
alliance of Germany, Austria, and Italy, and 
there are good reasons for believing that he 
algo has afriendiy understanding with En- 
giand. 

The Netherlands have had an uneventful 
year. In Maroh the King of Holland was 
supposed to be inecztremis and the Queen acted 
as regent, but since that time he has recoyv- 
ered. His southern neighbor, che King of 
Portugal, has died and his son Carlos has 
been prociaimed King. He comes to the 
throne to find ap exhausted treasary, serious 
trouble with Engiand over the right to pos- 
sessions in Equatorial Africa, and g@@epira- 
cies athong the Radicais to establish a Repub- 


} lic. Spain has been quiet, though under- 
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event has been the abolition of slavery in 
Brazil and the enforced abdication of Dom 
Pedro, the Government now being in- the 
havas of a military dictator. The outcome 
of the revolution remains to be seen, It is 
ne that a republican form 
of government will be established, though 
the majority of the people are reputed to be 
in its favor. The Central American States 
are agitating a union under a republican 
government, but have thus far been ham- 
pered ty the jealousies of Nicaragua and 
Guatemala. It is not impossible, how- 
ever, that the league will be formed 
during the coming year. In Hayti 
struggio §6between = Legit 
ime ana Hippolyte finally resulted in favor 
of the latter. Legitime was forced to flee 
the country and Hippolyte is now Presideat, 
with another revolution brewing. Our Cana- 


dian neighbors are still discussing commer- 


Galunion and annexation, but with more 
freedom than they dida year ago, showing 
that progress has beep made, The dissen- 
sions between French and English Canada 
are more bitter and annexation is openly ad- 
vooated by the tormer. Though Miss Canada 
remains shy it is apparent that she is mak- 
ing cautious and graduat advances towards 
Uncle Sam, who is keeping a chair ready at 
his table whenever she is ready to occupy it.

GLADSTONE ON FREE TRADE. 

Mr. Giladst one’s remarkab ticle in de- 
fense of the free-trade doc applied to 
the United States will attract general atten- 
tuou in this country and ne litle admiration 
for its ability and ingenuity. Warmly as 


, Mr. Gladstone is admired in this country and 


cordially ae his expressions of regard for the 
United States will be received many will 
think that the astute old British statesman 
bas an eye more to the advantage of Great 
Britain than to its industrial competitor on 
this side of the Atlantic. Mr. Giedstone 
argues that American farmers now receive 
only free-trade prices for their products and 
are without benefit from pretection, but he 
insists also that with the abolition of ali pro- 
tective duties the manufacturing industries 
would heve their condition improved and 
could produce cheaper and only those which 
lack natural advantages would be crushed 
out by foreign competition. If this be true, 
and the United States could thus cheapen 
her manufactures @0 @8 we compete in nev- 
tral merkets and undersell Hagiand, the 
adoption ot free trade by this country would 
damage Great Britain, and she would lose 
commerce just as we would gain. Few can 
believe that Mr: Glagstone would desire 
such @ result, ge ‘are his wishes for 
“Greater Britain.” It will be contended 
that in the situation supposed England, in- 
stead of surrendering markets to the stimu- 
lated manutacturing industries of the United 
States, would cut wages and ower elements 
in the cost of production lower than before 
40 hold her trade and “‘underbid this coun- 


‘try. Strong objection will be made w Mr. 


Giladstone’s claam that this country stands 
now in much the same position as Great 
Britain did when she adopted free trade 
and that like results would foilow here. 
England adopted free trade because more 
than balf her population was made depend- 
ent on foreign supplies for the first necessity 
of life—food. To obtain food from other 
nations she had to furnish them cheaper 
manufactured goods than they could obtain 
elsewhere. Hence the manifest interest of 
England in repealing all duties on food 
products and also on crude materiais of 
manufactures. Engiand had to get rid of 
everything that stood in the way of cheap 
manufacturing or--starve. No such state of 
affairs exists in the United States. This 
country has a food supply as much in excess 
of home needs as England bas been short of 
food. It is not‘dependent on cheap manu- 
facturing in order to get bread and meat from 
other nation&. It may accordingly to a 
greater or lesg extent find its interest in a 
protected market for manufactures with 
high wages, and with the buying and con- 
suming ability of wage-carners artificially 
enhanced. , 


“MUCH ADO ABOUT NOTAING.” 

Mr. Edgar Terhune, the freshiy elected 
County Attorney whose term gf office be- 
gins today, made his first appearance before 
the County Board Monday last, not in the 
part of a grave and dignified young attorney 
but that of a. clown in a circus, telling Mr, 
Merryman what he had suffered at the hands 
of a bold, bad fellow-practitioner by the name 
of Bliss, who has been filling for the last two 
or three years. the office which Mike McDon- 
ald has consented Mr. Terhune shail ocoupy 
for tile next twelve months. 

It ig not often the case that a man who 
has been chosen to fill an office is able before 
occupying it to satisfy those who elected him 
of his utter unfitoess for it as thoroughly and 
completely as Mr. Terhune has done. Were 
the caucus-to be hela tomorrow it is doubt- 
ful if even Mike could saye him. 

He stated to the board in a communication 
of colossal length that Mr, Bliss had treated 
him with “rudeness’’; that he could get 
from him no information about 200 pending 
cases, Many of them boodle ones, and that 
there was not ascrap of paper in the office 
concerning them—everthing had been re- 
moved. Mr. Terhune also sought to convey 
the impression that one reason why Mr. 
Bliss was acting as he did was to force the 
board to employ him as special counsel in 
these cases with high pay. 

Mr. Bliss answers in @ sentence what Mr. 
Terhune takes two columns to say. He 
speaks in terms of mild rebuke of the con- 
duct of his successor in forcing himself into 
the office before his term had begun, and

to run wide oven it they would put up big 
mnoney for campaign expenses. 

Will the Mayor pay any honest or sincere 
attention to this order from the legislative 
department of the Municipal Government, 
which has the indorsement of ali decent citi- 
zens, irrespective of varty? Probably not. 
In the language of Mr. Tilman Joy, the Alder- 
mén may *“resoloot tall the cows come home”’ 
without disturbing the peace of mind of a 
solitary gambiér. The Mayor has broken 
one of the contracts he made prior to eiéc- 
tion. He cannot afford % violate another 
and have everybody down on him. 

In order to secure at the April election the 
votes of the “moral scratchers” he made a 
contract with the publisher of the morning, 
noon, and evening News that if he were 
élected there should be no gambling, no 
Sunday saioons—nothing which could shock 
the sensibilities of the pious or fastidious 
parson. At the same time, that he might add 
the influence of the money of the eambiers

» This agreement has been kept. That with 
the “moral scratehers” has been broken. 
The latter feel sore about the way io which 
they are betrayed, but they have not yet had 
manhood enough to get up in their pulpits be- 
fore their congregations, whom they ied 
astray, and own that they sinned politicaily, 
morally, and every other way when they ad- 
vised their voting members to enter into a 


‘boly alliance with Mize McDonaid and 


George Hankins to teat MayonRoche—an 
filiance which John Randolph once de- 
scribed as that of “the Puritan and the 
blackieg.”’ 

If the Mayor should violate the compact 
with the gamblers he would have few 
friends ‘left He and Culver, the Evanston 
juror, would be the two most lonely men in 
town, Therefore the Mayor, if he can help 
it, will uot be false to Mike and George and 
their partners in they little deals and 
games. 

But there is this danger. The new Super- 
intendent of Police, Capt. Marsh, who will be 
in tue saddle today, may take it into his 
head that the city ordinances must be en- 
forced. He is said to be u straightforward, 
conscientious Englishman, with old-fash- 
joned prejudices against gambling and other 
forms of vice. Heis more susceptible to pub- 
lic sentiment than the case-hardened Mayor. 
It may be that he will try’ to obey the Coun- 
cil, and that if the Mayor puts any obstacles 
in his way he will resign. Mr. Cregier 
can hardly afford to raise such an issue with 
his Chief of Police, but how, on the other 
band, can he break his promises, and how 
can his henchmen get along without the 
“ assessment,” which haye been weekly ley- 
jed and distributed ameng them?

THE RIGHT WAY TO BUILD SEWERS, 

The Council recently adonjed a resolution 
providing that hereafter all sewers be built 
partly by special assessment and partly by 
genoral tax, from a third to a quarter of the 
money being raised by the first method and 
the rest by the second, It was in short an 
attempt to reconcile the two distinct systems 
which have existed in the old city and the 
annexed districis, 

When the meaning of this resolution came 
to be ufiderstood there were so many pro- 
tests that the Mayor sent it back Monday 
night with his disapproval, and it was re- 
ferred to the Finance Committee, with a reg- 
olutagn from Ald. Dixon providing that the 
cost of all sewers built in territory annexed 
since April last shall be defrayed as of ola, 
by special assessments, except for street in- 
tersections, catchbasins, and manholes, Sew- 
ers in the old city are to be built by general 
taxes as before, 

The Council was right in turning its back 
ona mistaken policy, and it will show its 
wisdom if & adopts the resolution of Aid, 
Dixon. Sewers shouid be built by special 
assessmbénat, because, like a pavement, they 
are primarily a benetit to the property, and 
relatively of greater benefit. If the city pays 
for the work at street intersections it has 
done its full share. The property-owners in 
the annexed districts prefer the old sysicm 
to which they have been avcustomed. They 
know that it is the only way ia which they 
can get the sewers they need. There are 
1,900 miles of streeta outside the old city 
which will Bave to be sewered. If itis to be 
done by general tax, with the existing lim- 
itations on texation, it will take a century to 
finish up the joo. The enterprising property- 
owners of Hyde Park, Lake View, eic., can- 
not afford to wait that long. 

There remain to be sewered within the 
limits of the old city about 120 miles of 
streets, A‘ the present rate of progress that 
will take seven oF eight years before the 
work will be done, and then a uniform 
method of special assessments can prevail 
over the entire city. It would be better if 
“the change could be made now. Nearly aii 
the old city has been .provitied with sewers 
and draigs 6xcept the'Cicero two-mile strip 
which was annexed in 1869. Some of its in- 
habitants are among those who are protest 
ing most vehemently against Ald. Culler 
ton’s reconsidered resolution, which would 
have required them to be specially assessed 
for a email part of the Gost of their sewers 
when they came to be. built. 
ground that for twenty years they have been 
paring general taxes to build sewers for

The Chicago banks wound up yesterday a year 
of more than ordinary ectivity, and it is probable 
that the profits of tne year are above the aver- 
age. In the last four months the market has 
been steady. upon the 7 per cent basis. with many 
sinall mercantile loans paying 8 per cent, while 
call loans have ranged at 6b? per cent. Not 
only have these high rates been obtained, but 
the banks throughout the period have been 
pretty closely loaned up. Along with high rates 
they have had a chance to lend all their monvy. 
But an opposite condition prevailed in the first 
six months of the year. Then the demand for 
money was sluggish and rates far. below the 
average, call loans for quite a period ruling at 
4@5 per cent, and discounts at 5@6 pereéen 
Consequently the average business of the year, 
while better than that of the preceding year, has 
not been so profitable as the present long- 
continued high rates would superficially imply. 

Yesterday's business at the banks contained 
no noteworthy features. Money Was still in act- 
ive demand among merchants and wanufactur- 
ers, and rates on bDusiness paper were steady 
at 7@8 percent, A good deal of interestis {cit 
in the developments of the coming month, Bank- 
ers as well as borrowers appear uncertain in 
their opinions as to the condituon of — loan 
market a month henée, but thereis @ generdl 
impression that things will be easier. New York 
exchange developed great firmness, selling from 
40c up to 70c premium, These rates indicate that 
Chicago is liable to send some currency to New 
York this week. Sterling was a little stronger, 
being quoted at 483 for sight drafts and 480 for 
sixty-day bilis. 

The security market closed quiet and strong. 
The only weakness displayed the iast day of the 
year was by the South Side cable stock, fifty 
shares of which soid at 240%. This is fourteen 
points under the bids of two weeks ago. The de- 
cline is attributable to the brightening prospects 
of the Alley Elevated road. West Side cable 
stock was not offered under 98, but 92% was the 
best bid. The bears on this stock are stiil con- 
fident that it will seil at 90. If the local money 
market eases up next week it ig quite probable 
that tlie bears wiil be disappointed, Sales at the 
Chicago Stock Exchange: .

MAKING A BIG GUN. 


A Bit Which Sores Itt Way Into a Steel 
Caanon. 

At last the cannon is turned down and is 
ready to be bored inside. In this opera 
tion, writes G. F. Muller in St, Jicholas, it 
must be bored 60 straight and true that the 
boring tool, eatering at the exact center of 
the smiail end of the canton, will come out 
precisely at the center of the large end, 
seventeen feet away. Those of you who 
have tried to bore a straight hole length wise 
through even a short bit of wood will Know 
tnat this work requires nota little skill and 


care. 

When any of you boys have a job of: bor. 
ing to do at your work benvh, you make fast 
the article to be bo ang turn the buring 
tool.. It is just we other wayin boring 4 
cannon. The boring tool, or “dil,” is held 
tirm and motionless, while the great mass of 
steel to be bored turns around. This pian is 
found to insure steadiness of the * bit.” It 
would be almost impossible to make this bit 
firm und solid enough to its difficult work, 
and yet free to turn ground in the cannon. 
Soif you had been at the side of this guo 
lathe when the work Was begun you would 
have sech that the bit Was motionleas—ex- 
cept for a siow advance into the gua. 

he bit attends strictly to business, and 

bores its way through>the steel. 
Most of you have been to the country and 
have seen a pig rooting in the ground. Im- 
agine, then, the pig to be standing still and 
the ground to be slowly passing under the 
pig’s snout and being rooted, amd you have a 
case much like that of the bit‘and tne can- 
non. In faét, the boring tool is cailed a hog- 
nosed bit, afid it roots up that cannon as :f 
it enjoyed the operation. No long, graceful 
curis come from this voring, but small, crisp 
shavings, that are removed ws fast as they 
accumulate in order that the boring tool’s 
work shall not be interfered with. @ bit 
is going inte the stesi at the rate of turee- 
eignths of an inch for every turn of tke 
cannon, and it is making 6 round hole almost 
large ¢nough for a boy to put his hoad in— 
five and three-quarters incbes in diameter. 
As the round hole grows deeper the heavy 
bar, Oh which the bit is fastened, advances 
inte the cannon steadily, moved by a number 
of wheels and screws that form part of the 
lathe. 
I must not lose sight of thé shavings, the 
httle ones that come from the inside and the 
long, spirally twisted ones that are turned 
from the outside of the cannon. A military- 
looking man standing nesr the iathe 
does not. lose sight of these shavings or 
trimmings, either. «This man's business is to 
carefully inspect the borings and trimmings. 
That is what be is paid to do. Uncie Sam 
pays him and expects him to earn his salary. 
The cannon is being made for Uacie Sam, 
and be intends to find out ali its qualities, 
whether good or bad. So the man eyes the 
borings carefully. stow, if with a piane or 
your knife biade you will cut a thin 
shavi from a vit of wood, it will show 
any little faw existing in the wood trom 
which it was sliced. The tiniest knot hole or 
crack will show in the shaving much more 
plainly than in the wood itseif. So itis with 
a canfion’s shavings. It is a dreadful ,teil- 
tale, and the ws ated orga ne | man beside the gun 
knows this perfectly well, He examines the 
spiral turning, or thé little pieces of boring, 
and firids no evidence of a flaw or crack. The 
long spiral strip is as Smooth as glass and as 
glossy as your sister’s Curis. 
Intd the Solid steel the hognosed bit roots 
its way, until it 1s in 60 far that a littie elec- 
tric light must bear it Company to show the 
workmen how matters are progréssing in the 
hears of the cannon, After eichteen days.of 
steady boring, the bit lets daylight into the 
bore of te cunnon by eherging at the other 
(or larger) end, seventeen ieet away.

CUBAN ANNEXATION. 


The Sentiment Growing Among Conserva- 
tives as Well as Liberals. 

Havana, Dec, 20.—The excitement caused 
by Senator Call’s resolution in favor of the 
acquisition of Cuba by the United States has 
notsubsided. It increases ifanything, although 
not so openly disviayed. Cablegrams from 
Madrid tend to keep up the anxiety, show- 
ing that the prevalent opinion in the mother 
country is that the United States Govern- 
Went, although appearing to be indifferent, is 
aiming at annexation. The Liberal party in 
Spain is taking advantagé of the situation, 
and is pressing the Government to grant 
Cuba all the liberties and privileges she 
claims, and thus secure ner fidelity and de 
feat the purposes of the annexawuonists. 

In Caba Mr. Call’s motion has taken hold 
not only of the professed annexawonists, who 
are in larger numbers here than is generaily 
supposed, but also of the vast majozity of 
the Cuban people, who vrofoundly believe 
that it was presented in the Senate in ac- 
cordance with some secret resoluwon passed 
in the Pan-American Congress, which is the 
bete noire of tne loyai Spanish party. 

The hi believing Spain to be still 
the Spain of the fifteenth century, never 
cease to declare that the ever-faithful 
island 1s not for sale; that there is not 
enough treasure in the world to buy 
her; that force cannot take her; tnat Spain 
would spend her last dollar and sacrifice 
her last soldier to maintain the integ- 
rity of her territory. They cortemptuously 
oor the possibility 6f Cuba’s going over to 

United States of her own accord. Yet 
the purty in favor of such action is growing 
every day. It embraces all the liberai and 
discontented elements of the vopulation, 
with a powerful nucleus in the old Repub- 
lican party, which has made so many efforts 
to establish the independence of the islana. 
All now see their only hope in the United 
States. They ciaim that Mr. Blaine, well 
aware of the impotence of Spain, is con- 
vinced that before iong Cuba will enter the 
American confederation, where her commer- 
cial int2Pests and political aspiratons lie. 

The plundering and ruiaous administration 
of the employés whom the Spanish Govern- 
ment sends to Cuba has greatly increased 
public discontent and has converted into 
ardent annexationists a large number of rich 
Spaniards belonging to the Conservative 
party, who see their fortunes meiting away 
through the steady depreciation of property 
of ali kinds. Ail these disaffecgjea elements 
only need to be united under a strong hand 
to make the annexation sentiment of the 
country tell. Then Cuba wouid fail as nat- 
urally to the United States as the ripe pear 
to the pee One of the strongest incen- 
tives of the patriotic annexationist to union 
with their great neighbor is that their fair 
island may thereby be saved from the p 
of the negroes and the fate of Hayti ani Ban 
Domingo to which it is tending.
